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PREFACE 

The second edition of Miss Kroeger's Guide to the study and use of reference books was 
published in October, 1908, and included publications of the first part of that year. This first 
supplement covers the reference books of the two years 1909 and 1910 and includes also a very 
few books of 1908 which appeared too late in that year to be considered by Miss Kroeger for her 
revised list. 

The present supplement includes the following classes of publications: (1) new books of 1909- 
1910, (2) new editions of works listed in the last edition of the Guide, (3) new volumes of im- 
finished works included in the Guide and (4) additional volumes of continuations which appear 
either irregularly or less often than once a year. New volumes of annuals which appear regularly 
have been taken for granted and are not included here. The new volumes covered by section 3 
have been listed, because, as reference books are not infrequently published somewhat outside the 
regular trade channels, it is not always easy for the librarian to keep track of the latest new 
volume from the bibliographies accessible in the average library. 

In general, the bibliographical form of the Supplement follows that of the Guide itself. Such 
minor differences as exist are mainly due to the fact that Library of Congress cards have been 
used as the bibliographic basis of the Supplement and the details of imprint, etc., have been taken 
from these cards. The arrangement of classes and subclasses of the Guide has been strictly 
adhered to.
